Salvage. 


The ease of tho United Slat«3 n. Farra- 


gut ct al.,au appeal from tho supremo court 
of the District of Columbia, was decided by 
the Supremo court today. 
This ia the case

cover prize money aud salvage. Tho court 
sustained the decree entered below, basod 
on tho finding of the arbitrators, that tho 
capture was tho achievement of the fleet,

is to

1 tho distribution, as well as those which were 


subsequently restored to tho loyal owners, 
from whom they had been captured by the 
enemy, as those which were condemned as 
prizes. The item of military salvage, com- 
puted at ten per cent, on the value of the 
restored vessels, is disallowed, and tho rest 
of the decree is affirmed, the court holding 
that Ihey could not review tha case on facts 
of an appeal from tho decision of tho arbi- 
trators, there being no allegations of fraud 
or other sufficient grounds for n revision. 
Justice Miller delivered the .opinion.

or, if preferred, twelve sweet nud twelve 
bitter almonds mny be used iuntead: a little 
grated lemon peel and a quarter of a pound 
of loaf sugar; stir it all the timo till quite 
stiff; pour it quickly into a mould, let it re- 
main till ihe next dty, when it will turn out 
well. 
Mis the rice with a little of the milk 


cold, till quito smooth, before it is put on 
the fire. 


CLEANING OIL-CLOTH. — An oil-cloth should 


never be scrubbed with a brush, but after 
lirst being swept with a long-handled hair 
brush, it should he carefully washed with a 
soft cloth dipped iiito milk and water— half 
and half; or, if the milk is not obtainable, 
tepid water without* soap; the latter- ruins 
oil-cloth by taking off the brightness of the 
pnint,. Hot water is also very injurious to 
it. 
When washed over, wipe it off with n 


soft, dry cloth. Ill purchasing an oil-cloth, 


• try to obtain one that has been mndo for 


several years, as tho longer it has lain un- 
washed the better it will wear, the paint be- 
coming harder and more durable.
